Specification 

2. The amendment filed 30 April 2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

The specification has been amended to change the last nucleotide of sequences listed at 
the last line of page 15; in step 63 on page 27; and in step 63 of Fig. 4j. The sequences, as 
amended, were not in the specification as originally filed. Hence, the amendments introduce 
new matter into the specification. The sequences are not recited in the claims and therefore 
the sequences do not affect patentability of the claims. However, because the amended 
sequences introduce new matter, the amendments are objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132.
